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TOWN MANAGER’S REPORT 


COUNCIL ATTENDANCE: The attendance at Council 
Meetings by the Councilmen has been outstanding for several 
years. Feel that it should be noted that we had twelve regular 
meetings and twelve special meetings during the year with at- 
tendance records as follows: Mr. Keough 23, Mr. Pierce 22, Mr. 
Bowlan 21, Mr. Boyd 24 and Mr. Small 6, Mr. Wing 18. Town 
Clerk, Adeline Keene, serves as Secretary to the Council, re- 
lieving members of the need to record action taken. Citizens 
are reminded that the meetings are open to the public. 


NEIGHBORHOOD YOUTH ‘CORPS: We continue to be 
very pleased with the work accomplished by the young people 
during the summer months. We like our slogan, ‘‘Keep the 
youngsters busy, and put a little money into their pockets”. 
In return they painted several homes for the elderly, assisted 
with the recreattion program, care of cemeteries, Municipal 
Building ‘grounds and athletic fields plus working with the Pub- 
lic Works Department in brush cutting, policing roadsides, re- 
moving dilapidated buildings, trees and brush, cleaning catch 
basins and various other chores. We were authorized a few less 
young people this year but a twenty-six hour week was worked 
and collectively received about $12,144. 


FOOD STAMP PROGRAM: The program has leveled off. 
‘We service about one hundred and fifteen a month and ap- 
proximately one-half are serviced twice a month. There is no 
question but that this program has been a tremendous assist 'to 
low-income families and has greatly relieved yearly welfare 
costs to. the community. 


FINANCIAL STATUS: ‘We urge you to read the State 
Audit Report carefully and trust you will agree that our fin- 
ancial status is good. We do not have any outstanding bonds 
and another $6,500. payment on the Municipal Complex Note 
will reduce it to $26,000. The $39,000. paid to date has come 
from Revenue Sharing. Our cash balance iis $69,958.03 and the 
Unappropriated Surplus is $33,359.79. 


COMMUNITY SERVICE ‘AIDE: Servicing eight to 
twelve Senior Citizens a day and averaging 100 miles a day 
continues to help and please our elderly with their needs for 
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transportation and guidance to hospitals, doctors, various 
stores and other professionals. Any of our elderly needing this 
type of assistance are urged to call the Municipal Office, 
345-2871. 


SURFACING: The cost of asphalt is now almost as much 
as gasoline. We continue our program of applying a mix with 
sand cover every other year. Hopefully, next year, we will be 
able to surface more streets with the “skinny-mix”’ such as ‘we 
did with Park, Jordan, Highland, Pine, Dwinal and Oak and 
as ‘the State did with North, Elm, Lewiston, Pleasant and Main. 
These streets have not needed a treatment since. 


DISPOSAL ‘AREA: The authorization for an attendant 
under the CET'A program is in effect until next September. In 
the meantime we must be planning to cease open burning by 
February of 1978. Planning and ‘discussions continue with Andy 
Valley Refuse, our Regional Solid Waste Committee (Auburn, 
Picneer Plastic, Minot, New Gloucester, Pineland, Pownal, Po- 
land and Gray) ‘Androscoggin ‘Valley Regional Planning Com- 
mission and various contractors. New Gloucester is presenting 
a proposal to their Town Meeting in 1977 and Auburn and Pio- 
neer Plastic are working out the final stages of a contract for 
Pioneer Plastic to use our waste to create steam. We will have 
decisions to make before next winter. City Officials of Auburn 
are meeting with our Town Council on March 7th to further 
prepare planning. 


SANITARY DISTRICT: ‘Our information is that as soon 
as Federal and State Funds are released, we will be one of the 
first to be authorized to begin construction of a Treatment 
Plant and interceptor lines. The Trustees meet on the third 
Tuesday of each monith. Problems being developed at this time 
are a suitable location for disposal of sludge from the plant and 
a facility to accept septic tank waste into the system. 


STATE REVENUE SHARING: ‘We are advised each 
year what amount to anticipate and use to reduce the tax com- 
mitment. It has turned out ‘that only once was the amount 
exactly what was advised; since then, one has been Jess and 
the others more. Later on in this report there is a breakdown 
that will indicate that we now have a surplus of $7,203.20 which 
will be used to reduce the commitment in 1977.

FEDERAL REVENUE SHARING: A detailed report is 
included in the Audit and we have also included in this Report 
a detailed statement of activities since the program began 
in 1972. Initially funded for five years the program has now 
been extended three and a half years. We feel that we have 
complied with the intent and spirit of the program — improve 
operational procedures, equipment and services, without in- 
creasing taxes and more particularly, we have not committed 
ourselves to any sustaining programs that would create a seri- 
ous loss of services if the program were curtailed through Con- 
gressional action. 


WINTER ROADS: Our equipment iis in excellent condi- 
tion, except for the need of a new sander, and we are ready 
for whatever the season brings. We will match the condition of 
our roads with any other community at anytime. 


RECREATION PROGRAM: The Recreation Commis- 
sion is functioning well and have excellent recreational pro- 
grams in operation. Volunteer organizers of ‘tthe Basketball 
League, Little League and Babe Ruth team add a tremendous 
volume to activities available. We do lack volunteers to assist 
with the maintenance of the Skating Rink and a_ basketball 
program for the young teens, boys and girls. 


COMPREHENSIVE EMPLOYMENT AND TRAINING 
ACT (CETA): At present we have authorization for four Po- 
sitions that are funded by the program: Disposal Area Super- 
visor, Municipal Complex Custodian, Highway Equipment 
Operator and a Police Officer. Together with Poland and Minot 
we have applied for a project that would create a team to sur- 
vey any boundaries and roadways that may be in question. This 
would employ five people and the grant would total $44,845.84. 
We have also applied for a grant to hire three people at a cost 
of $18,136.56 to locate, inspect, record location and condition, 
repair where possible and recommend corrective action rela- 
tive 'to the many manholes in our Sewer System. Each of these 
projects is “one time” and cannot exceed fifty-two weeks be- 
ginning in March of 1977. 


HOMECOMING WEEK: The highlight of the summer 
season! Good crowds, nice parades and lots of fun. We hope 
the program will be continued in 1977. 
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PLANNING BOARD: The Board meets regularly ona 
monthly basis. Several requests for various forms of develop- 
ment by builders have been carefully considered with watchful- 
ness for over-development and strict adherence to zoning, 
codes and ordinances. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION: A group dedicated to 
conserving and enhancing the beauty of our community. Tree 
care, removal of dead ones and planting of new trees — duly 
recorded on a map — continues each year. The new ‘program 
sponsoring youngsters to the Conservation Camp at Bryant 
Pond for a: week each summer is excellent. 


ZONING ‘APPEALS BOARD: Members meet faithfully, 
on an as needed basis, to consider variances requested to exist- 
ing ordinances. 


BUDGET COMMITTEE: (Members, as in previous years, 
have lent their time, knowledge and interest into an honest ef- 
fort to present to their fellow voters a full and comprehensive 
budget for consideration at their annual town meeting. 


Other activities are presented later on in this report. If 
some point is not covered ‘or you have any question at anytime, 
the door is always open.

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COMMENTS 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fin- 
ancial statements: 


ASSETS .... The general cash balances was $69,958.03 
at the year end. The bank balance used in reconciling this 
amount was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash funds of 
$137.00 were counted. 


Federal revenue sharing investments of $22,755.26 were 
invested in a certificate of deposit in a local area bank. 


‘Accounts receivable of $1,959.00 consisted principally of re- 
imbursements for services and materials. 


Taxes receivable totaled $68,971.79 at December 31, 1976. 
Current year uncollected taxes amounted to $64,074.03 and $4,- 
897.76 was for delinquent taxes dating from 1970. Other gen- 
eral fund assets included tax liens and tax acquired property of 
$14,012.01 and $130.30 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .... The de- 
partment accounts showed a net unexpended departmental 
balance of $125,379.01 carried forward to the ensuing year in 
accordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice.. 


The excess of actual state revenue sharing over estimated 
totaling $7,203.20 was carried forward to be applied toward 
the 1977 tax commitment. 


Federal revenue sharing entitlement payments for the 
year amounted to $37,788.00. Interest earnings credited to the 
fund totaled $2,475.30. ‘Appropriated federal revenue sharing 
funds of $40,886.00 were transferred to the towns operating ac- 
counts for public safety, social services, recreation, financial 
administration and debt retirement purposes. Unappropriated 
funds totaled $11,653.85 at the year end. It should be noted 
that the amount of $11,101.91 is due the general fund. 


The amount of $22,500.00 authorized to be used from an- 
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ticipated federal revenue sharing funds for a tax equalization 
program was arranged during the audit period and is reflected 
in the appropriation of federal revenue sharing funds for finan- 
cial administration purposes. A bid of $18,990.00 was accepted 
and the program was complete as of December 11, 1976. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $33,359.79 at De- 
cember 31, 1976. There was no change in this amount during 
the year. 


DEBT FUND .... The long term debt reflects notes pay- 
able of $32,500.00 issued in connection with the municipal com 
plex project. This obligation iis 'to be retired during the ensuing 
five years. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... Funds held in trust 
by ‘tthe town for cemetery care, library, park and monument, 
and needy children purposes totaled $3,500.26 and were on de- 
posit in a local bank. 


Special funds totaling $11,356.57 designated for capital 
improvements, 75th Anniversary, and community building 
management committee purposes were on deposit and/or ‘in- 
vested in certificates of deposits in a local bank. 


GENERAL 


The use of overlay and revenue derived from excise taxes 
for operational purposes were voter authorized at annual and 
special town meeting. The townspeople authorized appropria- 
tions from federal revenue sharing funds for various operating 
and debt service purposes. 


RECOMMENDATION .... The following recommenda- 
tions is worthy of consideration: 


Supplemental taxes should be committed to the tax 


collector in accordance with Title 36, Section 713, 
Maine Revised Statutes Annotated of 1964.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


For the fourth year in a row Mechanic Falls participated 
in the Shade Tree Program. The state reimbursed 50% of what 
we spent for shade trees. The reimbursement money can be 
spent on any part of the tree program. We used the reimburse- 
ment money for tree and stump removal. Forty Four trees 
were planted. 


Our appropriation was $2000. and we received $900 reim- 
pursement from the State. We also received a $100 gift from 
MacDonalds’ toward the program. This check has not been 
used and will ‘cover our overdraft for 1976. 


We paid $2850. to Whitney Brothers of Gray for planting, 
pruning and feeding. Tree & stump removal by Gary Durgin at 
a cost of $1285.00 


You will find a breakdown of this account in the Munici- 
pal Accounts report. 


‘Our account shows an overdraft of $36.40 due to the over- 
sight of the MacDonald $100. This has been deposited in the 
Tree ‘Account as of the first of the year, 'so we will show a bal- 
ance of $63.60. 


About ten years ago the first trees were planted when it 
became evident that many of our trees were in need of atten- 
tion and many were dying, particularly the Elms. Thelma Mur- 
ray and C. Ray Bunker were two of the prime movers in this 
effort. Each year since then the Town has seen fit to appropri- 
ate money for tree planting and upkeep to assure that our 
streets would have shade and beauty. Some of our neighboring 
cities and towns were not as far sighted and now have streets 
without trees. Bi se ; | 


We are very grateful to the Town for the manner in which

they have supported our Tree Program. Ray Bunker the Tree 
Warden, has, largely been responsible for the program. 


Two Commission Members attended a Natural Resources 
Inventory map making course in Yarmouth, and the maps in 
the construction phase. A special Tree Map, showing types & 
piantings is partially completed. 


The ‘Commission voted to sponsor a Mechanic Falls eighth 
grade Student to the Maine Conservation School at Bryant 
Pond, Maine for a week in ‘August. The Cost was $40.00. The 
American Legion Post +150 very generously sponsored two 
studenits and the Lion’s Club also sponsored one. Two students 
were sponsored in the memory of Robert H. Carsley. The stu- 
dents attending were Linda Leclair, Beth Cantrel, Debbie Mc- 
Nally, Charles Manchester, Roger and Scott Malcolm. Candi- 
dates were selected by the Conservation Commission on tthe ba- 
sis of applications they filled out, stating the reasons they 
wished to attend. The students reported on their week ait camp 
to the sponsoring organizations. 


Monthly meetings are held on the second Tuesday of the 
month at 7 P\M. at the Municipal Building. The public is invit- 
ed to attend. If anyone is interested in serving as an Associate 
Member, they are asked to contact the Commission Chairman. 


Anyone with suggestions for projects for the Commission 
should contact one of the members. If anyone wishes to have a 
tree planted, street side only, they should contact the Town Of- 
fice or Ray Bunker.

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REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF CIVIL EMERGENCY 
PREPAREDNESS 


To The Town Manager 


During the year the usual on-going programs were con- 
tinued to retain eligibility for the various federal funding pro- 
gram. 


This included continuing participation in monthly radio 
communications drills, and radiological detection activity. With 
regard to the latter, when a blanket of radioactivity overpassed 
the United States last year, radiological readings were taken 
more frequently to keep 'track of possible serious levels of radia- 
tion, but the level remained out of the danger area. 


A rescue truck, offered to the town by County BCEP when 
it was no longer needed at the Auburn-Lewiston Municipal Air- 
port, was accepted through the excess property program, and 
assigned to the Mechanic Falls Rescue Unit. 


'IBCEP personnel who are members of the Rescue Unit un- 
derwent training during the year in Advanced First Aid and 
Emergency Care. 


Additional project applications for federal funding were 
aproved and funding obtained during the year. This included 
crystals for a radio in one of the police cruisers on the BCEP 
frequency utilized as a local government frequency; and fund- 
ing for a radio for the second police cruiser on the same fre- 
quency. 


The funding for these two items totaled $229.92. 


The federal matching fund program for such items as com- 
munications and office equipment, has existed since 1950, but 
Mechanic Falls received no funding under the program until 
1973. Since the first project application was approved in 1973, 
the town has received $2,418.73 in federal BCEP matching 
funds for various equipment purchased and assigned to the 
town office, BCEP emergency operations center, fire depart- 
ment and police department. 


During the coming year it is hoped the antenna system for 
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the BCEP radio net can be improved, and a complete review 
of the municipal emergency operations plan will be under- 
taken. 


At years-end, application had been submitted to the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, to expand the radio license 
to permit the addition of more mobile, portable and base units 
to allow future expansion of the system. 


During the year the town purchase several radios approved 
at the last town meeting,for installation in municipal public 
works vehicles and school buses. The addition of these radios 
virtually completed the municipal communications plan as pre- 
pared by this Bureau. 


It is now necessary to spend time during the current year 
on an update of the Emergency Communications Planning Re- 
port (ECPR) to determine what additional emergency com- 
munications needs the town might face. 


The existence of the ECPR is also one of the requirements 
for federal funding eligibility. During the past year the ECPR 
had to be twice amended to assure receipt of the funds reques- 
ted. 


Appreciation is expressed to the Mechanic Falls Fire De- 
partment, the Police Department, BCEP rescue personnel and 
members of the BCEP staff, for their support and assistance 
during the year. An expression of appreciation is also due the 
county and state BCEP staffs for their guidance and aid.

33. The major increase was in the area of Resusciator/Rescue 

calls, which was an increase of 45 calls.

1976 proved to be an extremely busy year. Although the 
total number of complaints decreased: slightly from 1975, the 
total number of criminal ‘and traffic charges increased sharp- 
ly. A 54% increase in criminal charges resulted and 62% in- 
crease in traffic offenses was noted. The reasons for this sharp 
increase is because of the willingness of citizens to report 
crimes, their willingness to participate in criminal prosecution 
of defendants and a police department willing and wanting to 
do the job. Another reason for these increases is due to the 63% 
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increase of reported suspicious activities. These impressive sta- 
tistics illustrate the overall awareness of citizens and their ap- 
parent increasing support of their police department. 


Both police cruisers are now fully equipped with the state- 
wide radio communication system. These radios are equipped 
with eight channels which provide this department with instant 
communication to other police agencies as well as our local gov- 
ernment radio (Town frequency). It should be noted that these 
radios were funded under 'LEAA. 


In May, 1976, the new criminal code became effective. This 
new code has removed much of the vagueness and generaliza- 
tions of the old criminal laws. Due to the alarming increase 
of crime within the State of Maine, the legislature has begun 
to take affirmative action to give law enforcement officials the 
necessary laws to better serve the people they serve. Traffic 
and criminal laws have been revised and the 1977 legislature 
will be revising the juvenile laws. 


Iam pleased with the sharp decrease in vandalism. In 1975 
there were 177 reported complaints and in 1976 there were 
only 64 reported complaints. This substantial decrease speaks 
well of the Towns youth. More youth oriented activities are 
needed in town. 


It is my hopes that in 1977, intensive community pro- 
grams will be on-going. These programs will include CRIME 
CHECK, BICYCLE SAFETY, ‘AND various SCHOOL PRO- 
GRAMS.

DEPARTMENT 


TO: The School Committee and Citizens of Mechanic Falls. 


This is my first annual report. 


PERSONNEL CHANGES 


Mr. Roland E. Decoteau, your Superintendent for the past 
eight years, retired in April. Mr. Frederick H. Andrews, Jr., 
was appointed to the position. 


Mrs. Patricia Quinn was hired to replace Miss Aubert in 
the Jr. High grades at the Elm ‘Street School. 


Miss Nancy Penna was hired for the vacant Music Position. 
Her time is shared with Poland on a 50/50 basis. 


Mrs. Phyllis Stone, a former volunteer aide, and Mr. [Ron- 
ald LaBerge were hired for Teacher Aide/Associate vacancies. 


Mrs. Joan Gurney is the new bus driver on Bus Route 4. 


MAINTENANCE PROJECTS 


At the Elm Street School, two small portable building's 
were purchased and set at the end of the Elementary Wing. 
These have relieved the congestion of the interior storage 
room so that a portion of this space has been turned into a small 
group instruction center. Partial costs of the outside storage 
buildings was obtained through the funds remaining in the Me- 
chanic Falls School District Trustees account. The instruction 
center was made possible by the P. T. O. furnishing all ma- 
terials, donated labor, and carpeting furnished and laid by 
Charlie’s Flooring. We all appreciate the thoughtfulness of all 
who contributed to this endeavor. 


The corridor walls and ceilings were painted. 


At the Water Street School, general cleaning, and glass re- 
placement was done. 
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SELF-EVALUATION 


The Self-Evaluation project which began in September, 
1975, was completed late in the Spring. This was a community 
project to evaluate the strengths and weaknesses of the School 
Department. Members of the staff and school committee and 
many citizens spent long hours examining the many facets of 
education in Mechanic Falls. We wish to thank everyone for 
their contributions to the process. Copies of the final report are 
available at the schools or the Superintendent’s Office. 


TRANSPORTATION 


The School Department received a new 66 passenger bus 
in the early Fall. Each of the buses have been equipped with 
two-way radios by the Civil Emergency Preparedness Office. 
These have saved much time during minor mechanical problems 
occurring on the road. 


With the new bus a new route was established to reduce 
overloads on the vehicles. The School Committee authorized 
expansion of service for the secondary school students by ex- 
panding routes to include students in the outlying area. A noon 
kindergarten run was also instituted. 


SCHOOL FINANCE 


~ The transition period necessary for the School Depart- 
ment to go toa July 1-June 30 fiscal year has been completed. 


The Legislature during the Special Session reexamined the 
School Finance Law and made changes for improvement. The 
major changes subsidized Special Education and Transportation 
costs at a 90% rate. The mill rate was lowered under the Uni- 
form Property Tax. It can be expected that the 108th Legisla- 
ture will produce some legislation making changes again. 


CURRICULUM 


Our new music teacher has introduced classroom music as 
well as the instrumental music. 


The Kindergarten returned to half-day sessions in Sep- 
tember. It is felt that these youngsters have and will benefit 
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from this schedule. 


New up-dated mathematics textbooks were purchased for 
grades K-8. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


The Speech Therapy program is assisting several children 
who have speech problems. Many with minor deficiencies have 
been helped and others with severe problems are being gradu- 
ally corrected. 


Our learning disabilities teacher is working with students 
needing this type of service. Remediation and intensive work 
in weak areas assists students in overcoming their learning 
problems. 


COMMUNITY SCHOOL DISTRICT STUDY 
The study with Poland and Raymond has been temporarily 
shelved. It is anticipated that this study by the School Commit- 


tees will begin again shortly. As the study continues it is ex- 
pected that your School Building Committee will assist.

(Bud- 
get Committee recommends $28,500. from Excise Tax Reve- 
nue). 


ARTICLE 48. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate 'to pay its share of a 
Head Start Program now in effect. (Budget Committee recom- 
mends $100. by taxation). 


ARTICLE 49. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote 'to raise and appropriate for Sidewalks. (Budget 
Committee recommends $300. by taxation). 


ARTICLE 50. To see what sum of money, if any, the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate for the observance of 
Memorial Day. (Budget Committee recommends $180.; $2.75 
from Contingent to eliminate the deficit, $177.25 by taxation).

3. Section 4-D Which requires mobile homes and addi- 
tions to be anchored in the flood hazard area of the 
town. 


4. Section 4-A Requires the use of existing base flood 
elevation data from Federal, State, or other source 
(Soil Conservation Service or Corps of Engineers) un- 
til F. I. A. provides 100 year flood elevation. 


Do. section 4-B Requires that both the adjacent com- 
munities and the State Coordinator be notified of any 
alterations or relocation of a water source. 


6. Section 5-D Requires base flood elevation data on all

subdivisions or developments greater than 50 lots or 
Dd acres (whichever is the lesser). 


7. Section 6 ‘A new section requires all mobile home 
parks in the flood hazard area file an evacuation plan 
with the town Civil Emergency Preparedness Office. 


8. Section8 The phrase “after public hearing’ has been 
added, informing the public of any regulations drafted 
by the town officials. 


9. Section 12, 13, & 14 Have been added to introduce 
standard legal language in order to minimize poten- 
tial difficulties in the interpretations of these ordin- 
ances. 

10. Section 6 through 10 Changing the numerical identi- 
fication of these Sections to keep them in proper nu- 
merical order.
